precautions to prevent serions resulls, secins
to v mther confirmatory of our views than
othorwise. When praise is meted out libe-
]:l”_\' to thie ll‘iillp‘-\ for their putience, Hrionesy,
and moderation in sappressing the disturb-
ances, it convineos us, if conyiction wete neces-
sury, that anti-Napgleonic feclings were muni-
fested, and manifested wore strongly than we
have been encournged to beliove,  Even the
Government and the Government jonrnalsean-
not disguise the fact that the sitnation re lly is
serions,  Docnments of secret societios have
been seized, but only through the instrumen-
tality of paid spies and hireling agents. This,
however, is not all, The Duke de Persigny
is deeply exercised by all that has happened.
He hus written to his friend Ollivier, the one
French statesinnn who hos advocated the joint
canse of Napoleonism and liberty, admitting
the wisdom of Ollivier’s position, and going
iu for the empire and liberty on the ground
that a just, firm government enn bear the ex.
istence of every liberty. The Duke de Por-
signy (hus admits that Napoleonism, if it
would live, must change its base, From the
Qée-t that Baron Haussmann has resigned his
position as Prefect of the Seine, it is nob un-
reasonable to conclude that the Duke de
Persigny foreshadows the future policy of the
government,
Looking at all the facts of the case.and giving
themaliberal interpretation,we can come tono
other eonclusion than that the policy which
the Fmperor for seventeen years has heen
sedulously pursning has heen endorsed by the
country and admitted by the Government,
It is now made abundantly manifest that the
l‘:nlpt'ru,ol‘ has mude a mistako; that his ideas,
grand as some of them huve Leen, have nol
lnid hold of the French wind, and that France
now, in place of being driven, must be hu.
mored, flattered, yieliled to, wnd otherwise
gently lad. It was evidently Napoleon's
opinion ihat if France could only be dazzled
by imperial splendor and success, France
would be satisfied. No donbt ho was
far correct. The Russinn war, the Italian
campaign, the Grand Expositions, the costly
improvements of Paris, all for a time had a
good eftect. DBut wars and expositions are
expensive, and spis the remodelling of n grent
city like Paris; and, unfortunately, the Ewmpe.
ror bas lived long enough to allow the ex-
penses ineident to such undertakings to  loom
too prominently before the public mind,
This, however, does not fully state the case
The Grench people not only now see the
costly result of this splendid and protracted
show; they have heen feeling, :mt.l they are
now fealing, that the suceess which for a time
gratified their vanity has of late been totally
wianting, The Mexican blunder, with its
tragio results; still pains them. His inter-
ferenee in the affairs of Italy has been to them
a doubtful benefil, His poliey with regard
to Prussia is on all hands admitted to have
been a failure, He attempted too much
and accomplished too little.  After seventeen
veurs of pretentions and rather brillinnt impe.-
Hulism, France discovers and, hesitates not to
proclaim, that she is not what she onece was,
not what she thinks she onght to be; that ter-
ritorially she is too straitened; that nmong the
powers of Europe she is no longer the first,
and that liberty, except in a form in which
liberty is an insult, is dended to her citizens.
In other words, France has declared that
twenty years of universal saffrage, coupled,
as universal suffrage has been, with fpe-
vinlism, has been o mockery and a sham,

The question which more than onee we
have asked alveady, is still the prominent
LUt stion of the honr—What will Nllll:rll'-llt
do? Events have proved that to pursne the
poliey which has become identitied with his
nime wonld be franght with serioms danger,
His embellishment of Paris, which has mide
that city at once the most beantiful city
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and the most magnificent fortress in the
world, has not done so much for him as he
expected. A rising in Paris iz now at

vnee more difficult and more easily put down,
The lhl‘\'n of barricades are gone, but Paris is
not Frapee in the old sense any longer, The
sympathy between the heart and the extremi-
bies 15 ns strong, nay, strooger than ever, It
is this strength of sympathy, in fact, which
conustitutes the diYerence. The railroads and
the telegraphs have compneted the great body,
and every ll||.l‘il" of the hody beats harmo-
niously with the netion of the heart, In olden
times Paris alone folt and thonght and acted,
and France was willing to follow. Now all
Frande feels anid thinks eqgually with Paris, and
is equally vendy to mot, FParis 15 no longer
‘ranee, nor is France Paris.  Yet Paris and
France are now more a unit thun ever they
bave been. To hold Paris now is ‘ill!_\' to hold
a part of France; and bloodshed in Paris now
would not fuil to act as o signal for a general
rising ull over the conntry. In a conflict with
the people Napoleon knows well that it is now
dungerous to trust the troops too far. FPrench
soldiers bave fonud ont the value of going with
the winning canse. A general rising, in con-
Sequence, in prosont vircumstaness is a thing
to Lu avoided. To persist in his present
conpse would be to provoke such a rising; and
it may be token for granted that such o
course will not be followed, - Farther reforms
bave thus become a necessity, That sowe-
thing will be done in this direction we have
no longer any doubt, How far concession
will go we aoust wait to see. Iu the present
sttitude of Prussin, we must still be allowsd
to say, there is an opportnuity furnished Na-

oloup  for giving an ontward direstion to
'mna discontent, We look for reform, bnt
8 reforns bs only & mesus to an end, we shall
not he iwad to learn that roeform is to be
buckod up by n foreign war,
